14— Meeting 
75 harvest Bundu in the railroad at 
Oak**, near here, where they were 
waiting for a train, l l bandits! con­ 
ducted a wholesale holdup, In which 
they obtained $1,300, forced their 
victim** to undrew* in a ravine near­ 
by to prevent pursuit and then were 
captured by a sheriff's posse after a 
deputy had been notified by a small 
boy who had witnessed the affair. 
The harvest hands, according to 
word received here, were lounging 
about the yards aw aiting a train to 
a place where help 
wa* 
needed. 
W hile they were waiting, l l men 
came down the track toward them. 


Armed With Automatic Pistols 
When the l l reached 
the 
outer 
edge of the group they deployed in 
a single line, aud the lender ordered 
the harvest hands to line ii p. 
The 
bandits were armed with automatic 
pistols and none was masked, 
"Ju st line up beside that track, 
yon fellows,” the lender said. " W e ’ve 
got business here.” 
The men did as they were told. 
Then they were ordered 
to 
keep 
their hands above their heads. 


. Robbery Scene Camouflaged 
W h ile five of the bandits kept their! 
eves on tile harvest hands, the other 
six started to go through the pockets I 
of their victims. 
W hile they were! 
laking the money 
of 
the 
harvest 
hands the train the men had been 
waiting for appeared Iii the distance. 
"N ow , just drop your hands,” the 
leader of the bandits ordered. 
“ Sit 
down on the ground and look uncon­ 
cerned. 
You're not going to take 
this train.” 


Passengers see Bandits and Victims. 
Tin- men sat down. The train came 
Into the yards, stopped, 
and 
then 
went on as the men made no effort to 
board it. 
Scores of passengers in the 
coached saw 
the 75 harvest hands 
Heated on the ground with l l other 
men standing in the rear. 
A 
the train left, the men again 
were ordered to resume their posi­ 
tion along the track, and the work 
of relieving them of the money they 
had been paid by farmers in the v i­ 
cinity proceeded 
When the work 
was finished, and it was seen the 
men did not carry firearm*, the lead­ 
er of the bandit* ordered the men to 
lower their hands. 


Marched Off in Military Style. 
“ Now ," he said, "w e're going over 
to that ravine where we won't tie 
seen or disturbed.” 
His next command was m ilitary In 
nature. 
"R ig h t 
fare! 
Forward, 
march! 
Left, right; left, rig h t!” 
In single ti Us* the 
victims 
were 
marched with m ilitary precision to 
the ravine mentioned by the bandit, 
which was a short distance off the 
railroad right of way. 
Down into 
the ravine they were directed, and 
on their arrival they were again lined 


told the posse the direction the ban­ 
dit* had gone only two minutes be- 
fore. 
Several of the harvest hands 
who had dressed hurriedly Joined in 
the chase. 
A short distance away they saw a 
group of men running through the 
woods. 
They gave chase and over­ 
took them. 
The bandi4* faced their 
pursuers, hut w lien the leader dropp­ 
ed his pistol at the order of the dep­ 
uty sheriff the other members of the 
gung surrendered. 
They were taken back to Oakes and 
are now in the jail 
at 
Ellendale, 
wheer they were lodged because the 
Oakes Jail was not large enough. 


Believed “ Harvest Bandit” Gang

W e endorse th e grades rec­ 
ommended by the U. S. D epartm ent 
of A g ricu ltu re for the present and 
recommend that the M innesota De­ 
partm ent of A griculture work in co­ 
operation with o th er states for a mod­ 
ification of the U. S. grades it neces­ 
sary. 
3rd. 
W e 
also 
recommend 
that 
Minnesota, establish 
a 
special 
or 
prem ium prude in addition to the 
present I*. S. grades. 
4th. 
W e strongly recommend that 
a second screen of I % inches be 
used on ail grades to separate the 
m ark etab le seconds from the dirt and 
culls. 
5th. 
I lie graders used should be 
uniform tis to type, length of screen, 
and speed. 
They may vary as to 
construction and capacity. 
A large q u an tity of potatoes are 
snipped yearly by the farm ers of 
( pow W ing county who are actively 
taking an interest in the different 
pita ea of potato grow ing and m a rk e t­ 
ing.
